It « therefore, with an Eye to 
God's implored Influence and Bleſ- 
ſing, that I have now made this Se- 
cond particular Addreſs to ſuch as 


may be reckowd in the Youthful | 
. State and period of Life;the general 


aefign both of” this and the former, 
# the ſame ; for as that perſwaded 
and preſt a timely Oppoſition to 
the Devil, this does in like manner 
ſollicite an early Reſignation to 
God. Some Variety there 7s in 
the Seed, (and 'tis fit that there 
ſhould be, for the avoiding of Vain 
and needleſs Repetitions , which 
may be a fault in Preaching, as 
well as in Prayer) and there was 
4 Difference alſo i» the Seaſon of 
Sowing ; it having been ſuggeſted 
to me, that probably a New-Years- 

Day 
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Day might give ſome peculiar ad- 
vantage for the doing of a greater 
good ; which is my only End. 
The renewing of ſuch Diſcourſes 
cannot be condemned as ſuperfluous, 
as loup as the Age hath ſo manifeſt 
weed of them; and ths want of 
the wiſhed Succeſs from what hath 
I been already done, be apt to fill all 
well-affefed minds with uncom- 
fortable thoughts, yet this ſhould 
not aeter or reſtrain from future 
Attempts, for then our whole M1- 
niſtry might be laid afide, and we 
might (perhaps with as much rea- 
ſon) ſay, as the lamenting Pro- 
phet did, We will not make Fas 
mention of him, nor ſpeak any 
more in his Name. Drwine Pa- 
Hence ana Goodneſs, not only in 
bearing, 4ut in dealing long with 
many refraitory Sinner s,ts moſt cer- 
tainly a Pattern to n5,and the Ser- 
vants may very juſtly be oblig d to 
| do what their Great Maſter freely. 
A }3 condeſcenas 
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deſcends to ao. If God ſpeaketh 


Job once, yea twice, to man who 
33-14 perceiveth it not, as zt gives 


occaſion to admire the riches of his 
Grace, /o it intimates how little 
ctuſe we have to repine at the (Im- 
proſperous) performance of our own 
Duty. 

I have nothing further to ſignifie 
to the Reader of this plain Sermon, 
but that he will find it entirely Pra- 


tical ; which 7 mention not, as if 


I thouoht that DoQtrinal Subjects 
were not proper to be handled, or 
perus'd, (for undoubtedly Clear- 
neſs of Knowledge, and Sound- 
neſs in the Faith, have a2 very 
nſeful Tendency to true Holineſs 


of Life) but becauſe it & more | 


becomi:g my Meanneſs to leave 
thoſe Subjects to abler Pens, It 
i5 exceeding deplorable , that we 
are fallen into a time wherein 
the anciently-acknowledaged Funda- 
mentals muſt be defended, that 
| thoſe 
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thoſe mouths of Socinian Blaſphe- C/ 
my may be ſtopt, which have been þ 
open'd very wide of late; and that 
better Inſtrations than thoſe of 
the Cracovian Catechiſm -2ay be 
provided for our Engliſh Youth, 
among whom the wretched taint 
ſeems to be too far ſpread. But it 
the ſetting up of corrupted Rea- ” 
ſon i» defiance to Scripturc=Re> 
velation, is the Spring of theſe 
Ewils ; and therefore TI have here 
propos'd and recommended a Surer 
Unerring Guide, who # able to 
preſerve from ſuch Deluſions, as 
well as from all Unoodlinefſs.

yet could any deſerve leſs En 
couragement in the performance 
of it. Every place which they

«. mithholden, and there hath been 
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of their Defilements ; fo that iſ 


as their hearts had fooliſhly wal- 
ked after their Eyes, their Eyes 
might. now juſtly afei# their 
Hearts. But yet to quicken them 
the more, God manifeſts his 
Goodneſs iz Corredting them with 
Judement, and ſends his Rod to 
make them hearken to hisWord;

#0 latter rain; which 1s men- 
tioned not only here, but after- 
wards again.

This is a more direct Ap- 
peal to the Conſcience of the 
Sinner, than any other general 
Methods of perſwaſion ; 'tis a 
more powerful urging of the 
Sinner to anſwer to God's call, 
or to give a Reaſon why he does 
nor. 

2. The Language which God 
teaches them to ſpeak, as he bids 
Iſrael to take with them woras, and

then tells them what they ſhould Ho! 


fay, Take away all iniquity, and * * 


receive us graciouſly ;, 1o here, he 
puts them upon Cry/zg to him, 
and inſtructs them what they 
ſhould cry, My Father, Thon art 
the Guide of my Youth, Here 1s 
a double relation to God, which 
they 
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they are taught to claim, the 
relation of a Father, and of a 
Guiae. 


tx. My Father, God owns 


himſelf to be a Father to Iſrael, 


and he was deſirous that they 
ſhould acknowledge him as ſuch 
alſo. They had given this Glo- 
ry to another, even to ſenſleſs 


* Idols, Saying to a Stock, thou art 


my Father ; but now God oli- 
Cites their return to their Duty ; 
as afterwards in this Chapter, 
T ſaid, Thou fhalt call me, My 
Father : which indeed they had 
the higheſt Reaſon and greateſt 
Obligation to do, 

2. Thou art the Guide of my 
Touth, This Clauſe may have 
a Twofold reference ; Either, 
1, To that conjuzal relation 
which God had taken them in- 
to with himſelf ; God ſtyling 
himſelf their Husband, and the 

Husband 
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Husband in Scripture being ter- Prov- 
med, the Guide of the Woman's *'*" 


Touth. Or, 2. To his eminent 
Providential Condut# of them, 
when they were fir/# formed to 
be his People. The time of their 


coming up out of the Laxd of 
Egypt, is often ſet forth by the Haas 


days of their Youth ; and then it 


was, that God /ed them forth, Exod. 
and guided them by his ſtrength, '5-"3- 


both through the Sea, and inthe 
Deſart, till he brought them 1n- 
to Canaas. 

This may ſuffice for the oper» 
ing of the words, as they carry 
in them a particular reſpett to 
the Fews. My preſent deſign 
and work is to accommodate 
and improve them to another 
purpoſe. The days wherein we 
live, are extremely Evi/; but 
yet we have a ſad and doletul 
Prolpet of the next Age be- 
coming worſe, if God do not by 

| ſome 
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ſome effeQtual means ſtop the 
wicked Courle of the R:ſizp Ge. 
eration. We ſee ſuch Crowds 
and Swarms of young Ones con- 
tinually poſting down to Hell, and 


bringing up ſo much of Hell in 


the midſt of us, that both in 
compaſſicn to them, and to our 
Native Countrey, we cannot but 
uſe ſome Chriſtian endeavours 
to open the Eyes of theſe Mai 
Prodgals, and to fetch them 
home. If God will pleaſe to 
Accompany and Bleſs the word 
which is now ſpoken to that 
end, by helping me to plead in 


His Name with ſuch, and by 


awakening their ears and hearts, 
to receive and comply with this 
Meſſage, both I and They, and 
many of thoſe that come atter 
us all, will have cauſe of Thank- 
fulnels to God, in Time and to 
Eternity. |

liſhneſs, Falſeneſs, Weakneſs, 
and Unrulineſs of our own Spi- 
rits. 

1. We muſt be ſeriouſly con- 
vinc't of the Fooliſhre/s of our 
own Spirits. No man 1n the 
World reſolvedly chuſes the 
Guidance of God, till he hath a 
due apprehenſion of this. So- 
lomon tells us, and woful expe- 
rience backs it, That Foolifhneſs 
is bound in the heart of a ChAd. 
It is bound, in a double Senſe : 
ſo as to be rooted and faſtned 
there, and yet ſo as to be hid 


and coxcealed too. Not but that | 


there are too many opez Diſco- 
wveries of it by its fruits to 
others; and nevertheleſs the 
thins it ſelf remains ſecret and 
unperceived to the perſons 

them- 
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Fo be/zeve we are fo, bur are ſtill 


Wiſe iz our own Conceits, This 
is that which confirms and b7xds 
our Miſery upon us ; for unleſs 
we /ce our Folly, we ſhall never 
take the right courſe which che 
Text preſcribes to cvre 1t. 

2. We muſt be convinc'd like- 
wile of the Falſene/s of our own 
Spirits. The Prophet warns us 
of patt ins Confidence in a Guide ; 
which is eſpecially applicable to 
the H-axt it lelf, This is ſo de- 
ceitful and treacherous, that 


none can perfetly know it but 
God; We our felves cannor. 
| imagine or ſuſpect how bad it 
is ; they who have preſumptu-: 


ouſly truſted their own hearts, 


have always-found them to be a- 


great deal worſe than they ever 
thought them to be. Itis moſt 


unqueſtionably true, that no.one 
| B EvCt 


themſelves. Tho? we be really: 
[Fools,yet we are hardly brought 
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ever expected azy good from him. 
ſelf, but that he hath been diſ. 
appointed and: deceiv d thereiy, 
It is of great uſe to us, to be- 
lieve and remember this ; other- 
wiſe we ſhall continue Self-con- 
fident ſtill, and the Conduct of 
God will be rejected, Men will 
not remove themſelves out of 
their own hands, except they are 
apprehenſive of being betray'd. 
3. We muſt be alſo convinc'd 
of the Weakneſs of our own Spi- 
Tits. How weak i5 thy heart, ſaith 
the Lord God ?! How unable to 
withſtand any ſmall Temptation, 
or to perform any acceptable 
Service? How unable to bear up 
againſt it's own Corruptions, Or 
to hold out in the exerciſe of 
Grace? How unable to prevent 
the zarodes of the Devil, or to- 
forbear running forth to pollu- 
ring Obje&s.? What a Spirit of 
infirmity is it polleſt and howea. 
down 
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down with? How wretchedly 
feeble does it appear to be, upon 
the leaſt 77a! of it's ſtrength ? 
This ſhould be known and con- 
ſidered by us, or elſe we ſhall de- 
{troy our ſelves by /caning to our 
own arm, as well as our own uz- 
dertanding ; for we ſhall never 
make unteigned Application to 
God, ſo long as we fancy that 
we are ſtrong enough without 
him. 

4. We mult be further con- 
vinc'd of the Unrulineſs of our 
own Spirits, The Scripture does 
not co:npare us 1n vain to the 
moſtlirregular and uztamed Crea- 


tures; to a Wild Aſſes colt ; and Jobrr. 


to a Wila Aſs that is accuſtomed 
to the Wilderneſs. We naturally 
break all Tokes, and burſt all bonds ; 
are impatient of jult reſtraint, | 
and frowardly purſue our own 
ſinful Inciinations, how miſe 
chievous ſoever they be. Ma-

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giſtrates, Miniſters, Relatives, 
Friends, cannot Ryle us, nor we 
Prov. our ſelves. It is much eaſier to

than: to rule our Spirits ; the No- 
tion of Self-Government is but 4 

Notion, and impoſlible to be put 

in Practice, till we come out 

of our ſtate of Nature. 
+. Secondly, Wherein does the 
_ chuſing of God for our Guide, 
conſiſt ? 

Anſ. Tn the committing of our 
ſetves to- his Wildom, Fidelity, 
Power, and Authority. 

x» It includes a committing 
of our ſelves to the infinite W:/- 
dom of God; to be taught and 
counſell'd by him-; ſo did Davza;

Pſa). 


"4. ſpew me (lays he) thy ways, Oh 
MY Lord, teach me thy paths. This 
1s the proper work of a Guide, 

to- direF-the Ignorant Traveller 

In. 
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in a ſtrange Land, and unknown 
Countrey. Such is our Caſe du- 
ring the time of our Sojourning 
here in this World; and it is the 
work of the only wiſe God, to- 
guide our feet, and dirett our ſteps 
for us, which he will do if we 
ſincerely reſign our ſelves to 
him. That which undoes us, is 
not God's unwillingneſs to inſtruCt 
5, but our own wuxteachableneſs ; 
there is a Yozce behind us, but 
we refaſe to hearken, and this per- 
verts Our way. 

2. It includes a committing 
of our ſelves to the Fidelity of 
God, without any jealouſfie or 
diſtruſt of it. God 1s faithful 
in his ordering and diſpoſing of 
us; and this holy David was 
perſwaded of, when he pur up 
that Prayer ; Lead me in thy Pl. 
truth, and teach me. Weare to **'5* 
aſſure our own hearts, that *tis 
impoſlible to walk in a way which 

is 
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is not good, if we walk after the 
Lord ; that if we follow God 
fully, we can never follow him 
to our diſadvantage, No man 
chuſes ſuch a Guide, as he thinks 
will carry him o#zt of his Roaa, 
or #nto Danger. All ſuch unbe- 


lieving fears, mult therefore be 


baniſh'd from our hearts, with 
reference to God, that we may 
be entirely and chearfully given 
up to him. 

3- There is acommitting of 
our ſelves to the Por:x of God 
for our Security and Protedioz, 
and for our Aſliftance and Sp- 
port. This is one part of the 
Office of a Guide, to 2ard thoſe 
that are under his Care, and 
likewiſe to keep them from falls 
ing. This is intimated by that 
paſſage of the Prophet ; T here 
is none to guide her among all the 
Sons whom (he hath brought forth, 
neither is there any that takes her 


by 
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by the hand, &c. Now this is 

one of the things which God 
performs for us, and which we 

are humbly to depend upon him ,,.. 
for. Hold up my goings (lays Da- ,,. 5, 
vid) in thy paths, that my Foot 
ſteps lip not. So he dealt with 

his 1/rae/ of old, when he /ed 
them through the deep, as an Horſe 1,5, 
in the Wilderneſs, that they ſhould 13. 
not ſtumble. 

4. There 1s a committing of 164.5;. 
our ſelves to the Supream Au- 13: 
thority of God, to be ſway'd and 
ruled by him. Guidance and 
Government go together; they 
ſeem to be Equivalent terms, Prov. 
Having no Guide, Overſeer or R:: Ee 
ler. The Governours of the Peo: If. 3; 
ple are called their Leaders; and *'* 
therefore *tis but an empty Pre- 
tence to. make as it we were 
willing to be led by God, when 
we oppole the ſetting up of his 
Kzjngdom within us, and living 
in 
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in a ſtate of Subje&tion to him; 


We do- not heartily Conſent to 


the Condui# of God, unleſs we 
agree to be under his Dominton. 
So that if we deal truly in this 
Caſe, we muſt look upon him 


pſ1, AS our Holy Soverargyn, and ac- 


119, Count that af his Commandments 
"72: are Righteonſneſs, as the Holy 
Ghoſt affirms them to be. 

Ze Thirdly, What are the proper 
Conſequerces and Effefts of chu- 
fing God to be our Guide ” 

Anſ. It will be ſeen by the re- 
[pet which we bear to the Spirit 
and Word, to ſpiritual and- oa- 
tural Fathers. 

1. A ſtrict regard to the Mo- 

tions of the Spirit, this is ſtyled

i The Enquiry therefore will be, 
wards the Spirit of God ? When

2. A due attendance to the 
lieht of the Word; for here we 
have a written Copy of the mind 
of God, and ſtated Rules given 
us to walk by. We are not to 
look for ſudden and extraordi- 

C nary 
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nary Revelations to direQ us in 
the Courſe of obedience, butto 
eye this Authentick and ſetled 
dilcovery of the Divine Will. 
The 30:ng man is bid to cleanſe 
his way, by taking heed to it accor- 
ding to this Word, And David 
prays in the ſame Plalm, that 


his ſteps might be order'd in this 


Word. Now we {ſhould there- 
fore examine our ſelves, how 
we ſtand affeQted towards the 
Word, and what reverence and 
obſervance we pay to it; Do 
we conſult the Scripture more, 
or /eſs than fleſh and blood ? Do 
we ſtudy it in order to a pra- 
Etical acquaintance,or not? Does 
it conſtan:ly dw: iz us, and is 
it carefully /aid b+ fore us, or do 
we negleCt it, and forget it ? 

3. A juſt reſpet to your I- 
ftruftors in Chriſt, eſpecially to 


ſpiritual Fathers They who will 


rot obey their VVord, are plainly 
not 
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not under the Guidance of God ; 
for Minifterial Condu@ is $ub- 
ordinate to his, and Miniſters are 
called Shepherds, becauſe they 
are under the chef, and ir is their 
{pecial Province to /ead the 
flock. God does no where en- 
joyn or countenance ſordid S/4- 


'very tO Roman Prieſts, (or any 


like them) but on the other hand 
he is as far from allowing or to- 
lerating the prophane Contempt of 
his own Meſſengers, that are 
Paſtors after his heart.It 1s no bet- 
ter than »9:kins of God, to lit 
under any Goſpel Miniſtry, and 
not to be aw'd, or governd by 
it, The teachings of God are con- 
veyed to you by Mez like your 
ſelves ; and therefore in de/piſing 
them, you ſet him at nought. 
When you have choſen one to 
inſpect, 47d watch for your Souls, 
you ought to /ubwit your ſelves 
to him. 
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4. Regular obedience to »ats- 
ral Parents, or fuch asare'in their 
ſtead to you. It is very becopm- 
zng to take their Advice in all 
weighty and eminent Caſes ; it 
IS xeceſſary to receive and perform 
their Commands in all things 
lawful; but above all, 'tis moit 
zndiſpenſable Duty to hearken to 
their Godly admonitions and 
perſwaſions in the Matters of 
Religion. They who can be 
deaf to theſe, do evidently re- 
nounce and relinquiſh God from 
being their Guide ; and there- 
fore the ſtubborn and rebellious 
Child hath reaſon to ſay, as he in 
the Parable did, Father, I have 


I5. ſinned againſt heaven, and before 


thee ; you cannot fin againſt 
them, bur that you fin againſt 
heaven allo. God ſays by So/omos, 
My Son, hear thou the iuſtruction 
of thy Father, and forſake nat the 
Law of thy Mother ; from whence 
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tis manifeſt that their i»ſtru&i0n 
ſhould be as a Law to you. Such 
as obey their Parents in the Lord, 
do indeed obey the Lord in their 
Parents ; and God hath intere- 
ſted himſelf ſo much in their 


Quarre that he hath threatned ,, 


difobedicnt Children with hay- 
ing their Eyes pickt ont and de- 
vour'd by Ravens and Eavles.

Experience does nor help the 
Aged, nor does the V/roour of 
Nature recover light to younger 
Perſons. We inherit this fpi- 
ricual infirmity from the Womb, 
that the Windows of the Soul are 
darkued Tho! we are brought 
forth in the Geſpel-day, yet our 
true Charatter is , Children of
